2 
fWPt.— It is possible that to- 
morrow night will bring Presi- 
dent Nixon the realization of 
his impossible dream of electing 
a Republican Senate. But it is 
highly unlikely. 

Instead. Mr. Nixon is likely 
to hear that his party has made 
only minor inroads on the sup- 
posedly vulnerable Democratic 
majority, while Democrats have 
held or boosted their margin of 
control in the House and made 
major gains in the ranks of gov- 
ernors.. 

Thus, this curiously convolut- 
ed 29TO election — in which the 
pasties have reversed their nor- 
mal roles— seems likely to end in 
a result as negative or nebulous, 
from the President's viewpoint, 
as the campaign itself has been. 

Normally, as off-year election 
result' is judged by the extent 
of the opposition party's recov- 
ery from its previous presiden- 
tial defeat. When Mr. Nixon 
led the Republicans In a dramat- 
ic comeback from the ruinous 
losses of the Democratic land- 
slide of 1964, for example, that 
was the big news of the 1966 
election. 

But this year, the situation is 


so unusual that different yard- 
s ticks will have to be used. The 
historical precedents about, the 
opposition party gaining an 
average of 29 House seats and 
three Senate seats in each of 
the last five mid-term elections 
have no relevance. 

Democrats retained their con- 
gressional majorities and suf- 
fered minimal losses at the 
statehouse level during Mr. NJs- 
cr.’s paper-thin presidential vic- 
tory Sr. 2S6S. This year, they 
were more concerned about de- 
fending 25 Senate seats than 
looking for gains among the ten 
Republican incumbents. 

And the President's party— 
instead of being on the defen- 
sive — has mounted a major of- 
fensive to take over the Senate 
ar.d to consolidate its strength 
in the House and the state capi- 
tals for the coming redistricting 
battles and the 1972 presidential 
year. 

In pursuit of that goal. 
Republicans have raised and 
spent about five times as much 
money on the current campaign 
as the Democrats. Mr. Nixon 
and Vice-President Spiro T. Ag- 
new have campaigned in 35 of 
the 50 states. With help from 
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demonstrators and hecklers, 
they have focused public atten- 
tion in the waning days of the 
campaign on the ismes of their 
choice- -crime, dissent and dis- 
order — rather than on the eco- 
nomic concerns that the Demo- 
crats have sought to exploit. 

The key question for 1970 is 
not how well the Democrats will

Senator 
Go on TV

WASHINGTON. Nor. 2.— One 
of the hardest fought midterm 
election campaigns in American 
history ends tonight with a 
na tionall y televised exchange 
between President Nixon and 
his leading Democratic rival. 

A last-minute arrangement 
provided 15 minutes of prime 
network time for a replay of a 
tough speech against “creeping 
permissiveness - ' made Saturday 
by President Nixon, followed lay 
a 15-minute rebuttal by Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskic of Maine. 

Sen. Muskic is considered a 
leading contender for the Dem- 
ocratic presidential nomination 
in 1972. and tonight’s exchange 
may turn out to be a preview 
of the campaign two years 
hence. 

Mr. Nixon's speech condemned 
what he called ‘'appeasement'' 
of toe “thugs and hoodlums" 
who “terrorize decent citizens" 
and disrupt national order. 

His slashing attack stemmed 
from the violent demonstration 
in San Jose. Calif., last Thurs- 
day. when protesters shouted 
obscenities, and reportedly threw 
eggs and stones at Mr. Nixon's 
car. 

In his reply. Sen. Muskie urged 
the voters to put aside “the 
politics of fear" that he said the 
Republicans were advocating in 
favor of “the politics of trust 
—net Just for leaders anti poli- 
cies but for trust in your fellow 
eit teens." 

He said '‘there is no issue of 
law and- order or of violence" 
and denounced what he said 
were GOP efforts to imply that 
Democratic candidates condoned 
violent dissent. 

The Maine senator charged: 
“There has been name-calling 
and deception of almost un- 
precedented volume. Honorable 
men have been slandered, their 
patriotism doubted. 

“It has been led, inspired and 
guided from the highest offices 
in toe land.” 

Democrats Protest 

Over Democratic protest, the 
Republican committee over the 
weekend bought half-hour seg- 
ments on each of toe three 
major networks tonight for the 
Phoenix. Ariz.. speech in which 
President Nixon most clearly 
•rated his administration’s cam- 
paign theme — denunciation of 
the “radical few" who, using 
violent dissent, seek to impose 
their demands on toe nation. 

Democratic National Chair- 
man Lawrence F. O'Brien asked 
the networks for free time to 
respond to what he said was a 
GOP “effort to saturate and 
control the public airwaves" on 
toe eve of “the critical elec- 
tions of 1970.“ Sen. Muskie also 
asked for free time. 

The networks refused free 
time hut, with Republican con- 
currence, agreed to sell the 
Democrats half the time origi- 
nally reserved by toe GOP. 
Two wealthy Democrats said a 
newly organized committee 
would provide the trim at ed 
5150,000 for the 15 minutes.

Libyan Rejects Strings to Arms Use 


LONDON, Nov. 2 (Reuters). — 
Maj. Abdul Salam Jalloud. deputy 
premier of Libya, said tonight his 
country vrould not hesitate to use 
tanks purchased from Britain in 
an attack on Israel. 

Repeatedly emphasising that 
Libya would not allow any strings

British weapons, he told reporters 
that Libya ••naturally" would use 
tanks to recover land now oc- 
cupied by Israel, which Arab coun- 
tries regarded as their own.

Arafat Plans 
Talks in Cairo 

BEIRUT. Nov. 2 (UPIl.— 
Guerrilla leader Yassir Arafat 
has announced that he will 
visit Cairo Thursday for talks 
with Egyptian officials on the 
Jordan situation. 

Mr. Arafat, who is in Beirut, 
told the Egyptian Middle East 
News Agency that the purpose 
of his visit would be to attend 
ceremonies marking the pas- 
sage of 40 days since the 
death of President Gaxnal 
Abdel Nasser. 

“But I will seize this op- 
portunity to hare talks with 
Egyptian officials on the 
agreements between the Pales- 
tinian resistance and the Jor- 
danian government," Mr. Ara- 
fat said. 
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UN Panel Says 
Israel Violates 
Human Rights 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 2 
(UPIi . — a three-nation committee 
reported to the General Assembly 
today that Israel was guilty of 
violating the human rights of 
Arabs in territories occupied after 
the June. 1S67, war and proposed 
that a neutral protective power be 
appointed to safeguard them. 

Israel immediately rejected the 
report as a “compilation of out- 
dated and already refuted Arab 
propaganda allegations and distor- 
tions ... an organized propaganda 
exercise, wanting in minimal judi- 
cial guarantees." 

The committee, consisting of 
representatives of Ceylon. Somalia 
and Yugoslavia, spent several 
months this year in Arab countries 
and held hearings in various Eu- 
ropean capitals. It was not per- 
mitted to enter Israel or Israeli- 
occupied territories.

C Con tinned from Page 1) 
out that the Soviet Union lias 
now completed its re-equipment of 
the Arab armies following the 
1967 six-day war. “An estimated 
6140 million in major weapons were 
supplied during 1969,” said the 
Institute. “A further increase is 
expected In 1970." 

“An interesting feature of Soviet 
major weapons exports is the con- 
centration on a few countries," said 
the report. “India and the UAH. 
together accounted for over 90 
percent of total Soviet supplies 
during 1969. India now gets the 
bulk of its weapons from the Sov- 
iet Union, other countries which 
received major weapons from the 
Soviet Union during 1969 were 
South Yemen, Pakistan, Sudan, 
Mauritania and Nigeria.’' 

The Soviet Union is the second- 
largest supplier of major weapons, 
following the United States, which 
exported nearly half the total of 
major weapons around the world. 

“Major weapons exports from the 
United States have nearly doubled 
[over the previous year],” said the 
institute. “In the Middle East, the 
United States has became the pri- 
mary supplier to Israel since the 
French embargo. Major US. sup- 
plies to Israel in 1969 amounted to 
$110 million.” 

Overall, the survey says, the 
value of major weapons— aircraft, 
ships, missiles and tanks — supplied 
to “third world” or Aslan and Afri- 
can countries amounted to SL5 bil- 
lion in 1969. This is lower than the 
peak year, 1867, when weapons sup- 
plies amounted to $1.8 billion. 

Although the Soviet Union poured 
aims into the united Arab Repub- 
lic, the survey points out that So- 
viet weapons supplies actually fell, 
possibly because of the fear of 
dependence on the Soviet Union by 
some receiving countries. 

The survey added. The fan be- 
tween 1967 and 1969 is due to the 
reduction in Soviet supplies to the 
Middle East and North Vietnam. 
The re-equipment of the Arab 
armies after the six-day war is now 
complete. Since the United States 
halted the bombing of North' Viet- 
nam, there has probably been a 
drastic cut in the supply of anti- 
aircraft miarfigg to that country."

A member of his staff said: “We 
know we have to make a fresh 
start in relations.” 

Maj. Jalloud noted that Britain 
is the third largest exporter to 
Libya, and said he did not think 
the (British government would jeop- 
ardize future relation over present 
difficulties. 

He said a new air defense agree- 
ment to replace the one negotiated 
in 1953 could open the door in 
future Anglo-Libyan relations. 

At another point, he said Libya 
was hoping to buy tanks, radar 
equipment, trucks and cars. 

Libya had originally contracted 
to buy Chieftain tanks from Brit- 
ain, but Maj. Jalloud said Britain 
later changed its mind because of 
Internal changes in nis country. 

Under the previous government, 
he said, the British arms contract 
bad contributed to the corruption 
of political life In Libya.

1964. im- 
mediately after their first nuclear 
test explosion. The idea was dis- 
missed by Western powers as too 
unwieldy to be effective. '

marking the visit to Peking of a 
Japanese Socialist party mission 
headed by chairman. Tcmomi 
Narita. 

’Straggle Against War* 
Distributed by the New China 
News Agency today. It said; . 

"Both sides unanimously express 
the determination to ' struggle 
against nuclear war and far com- 
plete prohibition and • thorough 
destruction of nuclear weapons. 

'The delegation of the Japanese 
Socialist party supports the stand 
of China that at no time. and in 
□o circumstances shall China, be 
the first to use nuclear weapons 
and Chinas proposal that a -sum- 
mit conference of all the countries 
of the world, big and gmaii-, be 
convened to sign an agreement on 
the complete prohibition 
thorough destruction of 
weapons and, as a first step, .to 
reach an agreement on not trerng 
nuclear weapons." 

The original proposal had- said 
that as a first step “the summit 
conference should reach an agree- 
ment to the effect that the nuclear 
powers undertake not to use Tipiflea r 
weapons, neither to use th em 
against non-nuclear countries and 
nuclear-free zones, nor against each 
other.” 

It said nothing about prior halt 
to testing. The Chinese have refus- 
ed to sign the Nuclear Non-Prolif- 
eration Treaty and since the 1964 
blast have detonated 11 other nu- 
clear weapons. Including a hydrogen 
bomb. 

Linked to Narita 
There was no explanation for the 
insertion of the summit proposal 
in the today’s communique. How- 
ever, it seemed likely that it was 
done at Mr. Narita’s insistence. 
Preseht in Peking when the 1964 
bomb was exploded, he publicly and 
privately expressed his delegation’s 
shock at the test. The Socialists 
were Involved t.hpn in a vigorous 
campaign against nuclear weapons, 
with the United States as its target. 

The communique follows the pub- 
lication of the Japanese govern- 
ment’s “white paper” declaring that 
it would sot arm Itself with inter- 
continental missiles, strategic bomb- 
ers or other advanced weapons but 
could, theoretically, possess small 
nucelar weapons. 

The statement also coincides with 
the opening of the third round of 
talks In Helsinki today between 
the United States and Russia on 
the curbing of the strategic arms 
race.

*NYTi. — The effect of the 1970 
census in depriving ten states 
of a dozen House seats and 
reassigning them to six other 
faster-growing states appears 
almost certain to benefit the 
Republican party. 

Although there is considerable 
uncertainty, particularly as to 
the c ur r en t legislative elections 
in the states involved, the best 
estimate now is that this re- 
distribution of House districts 
as a result of shifting national 
population trends will increase 
the number of Republican seats 
by live or six, costing the 
Democrats the same number. 

This could be of major polit- 
ical significance in the 1972 
congressional elections, the fir si 
under the Supreme Court-im- 
posed reapportionment since the 
recording of the 1970 census. 
The Republicans, who are now 
31 seats short of a House major- 
ity, are expected to hold the 
Democrats to a virtual standoff 
in tomorrow's election, then 
make their major try for con- 
trol in 1972. 

A Running Start 

If the predicted Impact of 
shifting these districts is cor- 
rect, it could give the GOP a 
running start on the next cam- 
paign, reducing the size of the 
gain the party needs for a 
majority to 30 or perhaps even 
25, a reasonable figure for the 
party holding the White House 
in a presidential election year. 

The estimates deal only with 
the impact of the census an 
moving Bouse districts from one 
state .to another. In addition, 
most states will be required to 
redraw their congressional dis- 
tric lines to reflect movement 
of population within the state. 

A31 the actual redrafting of 
district lines is done by state 
legislatures. In a state in which 
the governor and both houses 
of the legislature are controlled 
by the same party, a new par- 
tern of districts, frankly parti- 
san but entirely legal, cau often 
be drawn to favor that party 
materially. 

The chief potential example 
Is California, which gains five 
seats as a result of the inter- 
state shift in population alor.e. 
Three or four of these seats 
seem likely to became Repub- 
lican. But some adroit draft- 
ing by a Republican legislature 
—if Gov. Ronald Reagan's an- 
ticipated re-election produces 
one— could raise that party gain 
to ten or even 12 seats. 

N.Y. Also an Example 

A secondary example is New 
York, which automatical.}’ loses 
two seats, both likely to be 
Democratic, where the internal 
readjustment of lines could 
result in an additional Demo- 
cratic loss of two or three, seats 
—if Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
Is re-elected with Republican 
senate and assembly majorities. 


This is a somewhat chancier 
proposition than that in Cali- 
fornia. 

In very broad political terms, 
the 12 seats that are being 
transferred to the fast-growing 
states are goinj, except for one 
in Connecticut and one in Colo- 
rado. :o the "sun belt." Florida, 
Texas, Arizona and California, 
where the population gains in- 
volve older people and relative- 
ly prosperous technologists, 
many of them Republicans. 


A survey by correspondents of 
The New York Times of the ten 
states that will lose House seats 
and the six that will gain, while 
admittedly dependent on a 
measure of informed specula- 
tion at this point, bears out this 
generally Republican picture. 

Of the 12 districts that will 
be transferred to other states, 
only four— in Alabama, Ohio, 
Oklahoma and North Dakota— 
are now represented by Repub- 
lican congressmen. The rest—

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Jet Hijacked 
To Cuba From 
West Coast 


San Diego-L.A. Flight 
Refueled in Mexico 




MIAMI. Nov. 2 (UPI 1 . — A Mexi- 
can- American Taring a pistol and 
shouting. "This is a Chicano opera- 
tion" commandeered a United Air- 
lines flight from San Diego to Los 
Angeles and ordered it flown to 
Cuba today. 

Chicano is a name of unknown 
origin used to describe Mexican- 
Americans. 

The man told the crew he did 
not care about the lives of himself 


or his two children, who were on 
board. 

The Boeing-727 jet was returned 
to Miami this morning with Its 
crew of six and the 64 remaining 
passengers after spending several 
hours in Havana. 

[The gunman received a hearty 
welcome In Cuba, the Associated 
Press reported. 

[Two passengers aboard the jet 
said a Cuban militiaman gave the 
hijacker a warm greeting at the 
Havana Airport. "'When we land- 
ed. I saw the guy in the khaki 
unif orm patting him on the back 
as they were walking away," a 
passenger said.] 

The plane had been on a 20- 
minute flight from San. Diego to 
Los Angeles late last night when 
the hijacker burst into the cabin, 
holding stewardess Nicki Leutar, 
21, hostage. 

I Mean Screaming 

"He was yelling— I mean he was 
really screaming it out very emo- 
tionally — ‘Cuba, Cub3, this is a 
Chicano operation,' '* recalled Capt. 
Joe Kolons, 43, pilot of the craft. 
"He must have said that a couple 
of dozen times on the way to 
Cuba." 

The captain tried to explain that 
the flight, which did not have a 
sky marshal on board, did not 
have sufficient fuel to reach Cuba. 
He said he suggested a return to 
San Diego for fuel but the hijack- 
er screamed “No San Diego, no 
San Diego, Mexico. Mexico.” 

Capt. Kolons proceeded on to 
Tijuana, Mexico, where he refuel- 
ed, then flew on to Havana. The 
flight took more than six hours. 

The hijacker left his two child- 
ren. a boy of about six and a girl 
of about four, in the tourist com- 
partment where he had been sit- 
ting. The children departed with 
the hijacker at Havana, however. 

"He also told one of the stew- 
ardesses that he didn't care about 
his life or even about the life of 
his children.” said a spok esman. 

The hijacking was the second of 
the weekend. A National Airlines 
727 was ordered to Cuba Friday 
night and its passengers and crew 
kept in Havana 20 hours until 
Saturday night. This hijacker was 
accompanied by his wife and five 
children. 


Soviet Ships Move 
East From Cuba

WASHINGTON. Nov. 2 (Reu- 
ter?

Six Are Arrested

NEW TORE. Nov. 2 (UPI).—

The stamps will 
go on sale at the Vatican Nov. 26. 
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was filed against an unnamed “X.

A building permit had been ob- 
tained for the cement-block 
structure, but the required inspec- 
tion of the premises before opera- 
tion seems never to have been 
made, although the house opened 
last April. 

Such an inspection would have 
revealed that the Interior had been 
lined with a highly flammable 
plastic and papier-mache d£cor, 
with a plastic celling that melted 
and fell on the struggling dancers. 
There was no telephone to give 
the alarm and no hydrant or 
hose connection for firefighting. 
In the event, the conflagration was 
too sudden for such measures to 
have helped very much. 

The name of the dancehall, Cinq- 
Sept, is an argot corruption of the 
phrase "cinq sec," or live seconds, 
meaning snappy. 

With a new rock band from 
Paris, it drew young people from a 
radius of 50 miles. When the fire 
began just before 3 am. In a bal- 
cony loge— whether from a ciga- 
rette or a short circuit has not 
been determined— a bartender drew 
a few persons through a side door, 
and a few more managed to fight 
their way through the turnstile. 
The bodies of the rest were found 
piled before the turnstile and 
another door. 

By midday today relatives and 


the police had been able to Identify 
92 of the bodies. It was expected 
that a considerable n umb er would 
not be identifiable and would be 
interred in a common grave. 

Among the dead were two of 
the three owners of the Cinq-Sept. 
The third, a distraught, bearded 
26-year-old man who survived be- 
cause he had left the hall moment- 
arily, told reporters he had had 
nothing to do with the adminis- 
trative side and knew nothing 
about permits and compliance. 

With rare unanimity, editorial- 
ists charged official complaisance 
and pessimistically predicted that 
after a flurry of investigative ac- 
tivity the affair would be quietly 
buried. 


Canada in Move 
To Ease Curbs in 
Emergency Laws 


OTTAWA. Nov. 2 (UPI).— The 
Canadian government introduced 
legislation today to replace the 
emergency anti - terrorist regula- 
tions invoked Oct. 16 under the 
War Measures Act. 

The new legislation, to expire 
April 3, 1971, includes the same 
regulations, slightly toned down. In 
a temporary act of Parliament. 

The emergency measures were 
called after two officials were kid- 
napped by members of the FLQ. 

The bill introduced in the Com- 
mons by Justice Minister John 
Turner would continue to outlaw 
the terrorist Front de Liberation du 
Quebec and suspend some civil 
liberties for Its members and sup- 
j porters. Police powers of search 
would continue. 

Members and supporters of the 
FLQ would still be considered crim- 
inals and subject to up to five 
years’ imprisonment and a $5,000 
fine — although no one so far lias 
been charged with this offense un- 
der the emergency regulations.

Winthrop Rockefeller issued a 
statement in which he said he 
would not make deals with con- 
victs under any circumstances. 

Four guards were overpowered In 
an isolation unit of the prison 
early today by a small group of 
convicts who demanded a car with 
a full tank of gasoline and free 
passage off the prison grounds. 

They warned they would kill the 
hostages unless their demands were 
met. 

About six hours later, Mr. Steed 
and Mr. Sarver were also grabbed as 
hostages while negotiating with the 
convicts. 

Mr. Rockefeller's statement was 
issued before Mr. Sarver and Mr. 
Steed were seized by the convicts, 
who were armed with two guns 
taken from the guards. 

Prison authorities said the con- 
victs— believed to number about 
ten— were armed with two -36- 
caliber pistols they had taken 
from the guards. 

The convicts were in touch with 
prison officials by telephone from 
the Isolation unit. 

Scandal was touched off two 
years ago when a convict testified 
that two prisoners listed as es- 
capers had in fact been murdered 
and then burled on the grounds 
of the prison farm. 

Three Skeletons 

Three h uman skeletons were ex- 
humed from graves on the prison 
grounds, but a state police report 
said none was that of an escaped 
convict. 

Police said the skeletons had 
been unearthed from a former pri- 
son cemetery. 

The police report was labelled a 
fraud" by Mr. Thomas Morton, 
a former criminology professor Who 
had personally ordered the exhu- 
mation three weeks after being ap- 
pointed superintendent of the 
prison in December. 1967. - 

Mr. Murton, who was dismissed 
during the scandal, had been 
brought in by Gov. Rockefeller to 
Investigate and clean up conditions 
at the prison. 

He said at the time of his 
d i smissal that it was “obvious from 
the attitudes of the investigators 
that they didn't want to find any- 
thing, and this was reflected in 
their report." 

Gov. Rockefeller also described 
the police report as a “mish-mash 
of information." 

A year later Mr. Murton told a 
Senate subcommittee in Washing- 
ton that he believed the bodies of 
at least 200 inmates murdered by 
guards were burled in the grounds 
of Arkansas penitentiaries. 

A federal judge In Little Rock 
recently said the Cummins prison 
was being operated unconstitution- 
ally. 

For many years it functioned as 
a vast plantation, with convicts 
put to work raising crops, the 
profit from which went Into the 
state's general revenue fund. 

In the last two years some re- 
forms have been instituted. But, 
because of a lack of funds, the 
prison has continued using trus- 
ties as guards to supplement the 
inadequate civilian guard force. 
The trustte guards, like the civilian 
guards, are armed.

FDA Reaffirms Its Warnings 
On Danger of Diabetes Drug

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 CWF).— 
The US. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has reaffirmed its 
warning that oral .anti-diabetic 
drugs, after long-term use, lose 
their efficacy while sharply in- 
creasing the probability of -prema- 
ture death from heart attacks, 
strokes and other vascular com- 
plications of diabetes. 

The warning is based on a story 
that generated massive resistance 
from important segments of the 
medical profession that relied on 
the pills to hold down sugar levels 
in the blood on the assumption 
that this would delay the onset 
and progression of the vascular 
diseases, which also include kidney 
disorders and blindness.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP).— 
Almost half the urban poor in the 
United States belong to fami l i es 
locked so deeply into poverty that 
they cannot escape unaided “at 
any time in the future,” a newly 
revised study says. 

Economist Anthony Downs re- 
ported also that two of every five 
members of the urban poor popu- 
lation are children under 18, al- 
most 20 percent of the families are 
elderly, almost 6 percent are head- 
ed by disabled males and almost 
24 percent are headed by females 
under 65. 

Mr. Downs, a member of the 
president's National Commission an 
Urban Problems, said nearly, one 
out of four urban poor families is 
headed by a regularly employed 
man under 65 “whose poverty 
results from low earnings rather 
than unemployment, disability or 
old age.” Only about one in every 
eight poor urban families is head- 
ed by nondisabled men under 65 
who are either unem ployed or un- 
deremployed. 

Mr. Downs's analysis is contained 
in his newly revised study, “Who 
Are the Urban Poor?” 

“Since over 41) percent of all poor 
persons in metropolitan areas can- 
not be expected to become econom- 
ically self-sustaining," Mr. Downs 
wrote, “significantly improved and 
enlarged programs of public assis- 
tance, combined with expanded 
child-care facilities for women with 
dependent children, are probably 
the only way to remove them from 
poverty."

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Power to the People 


It Is a Black Panther catch-phrase, and 
it has caught many: “Power to the people.'* 
It Is scrawled on walls and shouted In 
demonstrations. And it Is resented by even 
more, who believe that In the United States, 
the people already have the power. The 
Constitution, nearly tw.o centuries old, bears 
the Imprimatur: "We, the people, in Congress 
assembled." Over the years various trans- 
mission belts of power prescribed in that 
Constitution — the Indirect election of sen- 
ators, the Electoral College, the property 
clause and other qualifications on voting — 
have been hitched ever more directly to the 
electorate at large. “One man'’ (and equal- 
ly one woman) “one vote" is Increasingly the 
rule of fact as well as of law. Why. then, 
the revolutionary cry of “power to the peo- 
ple"? 

The critics have many answers. The can- 
didates. they say, are selected by groups, 
not by the people, and then processed for 
sale on the basis of image, not the thing 
itself. Representative government repre- 
sents pressure blocs and interests. The 
majority has little voice, the minorities vir- 
tually none. The very size of governmental 
units— the big cities, the heavily populated 
states, the vast nation— swallow up Individu- 
als: the big corporations — faceless and the 
prisoner of their own momen turns — dictate 
the circumstances of daily life. Big govern- 
ment and big unions can play a role, but 
the people. . .? The people are manipulated. 
So runs the criticism. 

There is much that Is valid in this type 
of analysis. But what are the alternatives? 
There are military governments in the world 
today, in which army officers, whether left- 
ist or rightist in cast of thought, ultimately 
decide wjiat Is good for their people. There 


are Communist states in which the party 
does so, since under Communism the party 
Is by definition right. There are even a 
few rulers by divine right at various points 
on the horizon, and some remnants of the 
Fascist mystique. 


Many, Including most of the governments 
alluded to above, have derided the concept 
that the majority of the people is right, and 
history has many demonstrations of the 
fact that majorities can be wrong. But none 
of them have shown that an elite, whether 
it springs from the armed forces of the state 
or the armed forces of the revolution, 
whether It derives from divine sanction of 
some mystical principle of leadership, 
whether it Is based on property or a party, 
can place a surer bet on the future than a 
reasonably well-informed majority of the 
whole population. In fact, the contrary has, 
over the past 200 years, been very conclusive- 
ly proved. 


The United States votes today after a 
campaign that has not appealed to those of 
judicious mind. As a matter of fact, very 
few campaigns do so. There are a number 
of basic needs that must be satisfied If the 
political process in America can meet its 
potential: Better techniques for selecting 
candidates; restrictions in government; 
stricter controls over the wastage of the 
environment; more consideration for minor- 
ities. But with all its tawdry excrescences, 
all Its attempts to pervert the real will of 
the people, all Its errors, that process does 
extract a greater degree of consensus than 
any other available. Flipping the lever on 
a voting machine, from among many avail- 
able, is still as significant a political act as 
Is available to the citizen of any country. 


Taps for ‘Butskellism’? 


Prime Minister Heath projects an eco- 
nomic and social policy for Britain dramati- 
cally different not only from that of the 
preceding Labor government but from those 
of his Tory predecessors from 1951 to 1964. 
The professed aim is to enable the Individual 
to keep more of his earnings and have more 
incentive to Increase them, but some experts 
say it may not work that way for many 
middle-class Britons. 

Along with cuts in personal and corporate 
income taxes, this policy means rooting out 
long-established subsidies and social services, 
including a shift away from the principle of 
free medical care for all under the National 
Health Service. This shifting of costs from 
the taxpayers as a whole to users and con- 
sumers will be applied to services ranging 
from school lunches and free milk to public 
housing and commuter travel fares. 

Middle and lower-income citizens may find 
they are paying out more In dental and 
medical bills, rents and transportation fares 
than they realize from lower tax rates. How- 
ever, the very poorest British families will 
benefit from the use of part of the Treasury 
savings to increase health, welfare and 


education aid at the bottom of the Income 
ladder. In another departure from previous 
Tory policy the government will end grants 
for industries willing to expand or locate in 
particularly depressed areas. 

Some years ago, British politicians used 
the term “Butskellism" . to define a large 
area of common ground on government 
policy between reform-minded Tories such 
as R. A. Butler and the late Hugh Galtskell. 
leader of the Labor party. Although he w.as 
a protege of Mr. Butler in the work of 
modernising the Tory party after its 1945 
defeat, Mr. Heath now seems bent on a 
sharp break with the “Butskell" approach to 
problems. 

There are political and economic risks In 
this attempt to apply a new brand of free- 
enterprise Toryism to Britain’s Ills, but Mr. 
Heath made It plain In the election cam- 
paign last spring that he was ready to 
accept those risks. Those who helped pro- 
duce the unexpected Tory victory last June 
can hardly object to Mr, Heath's effort to 
embark on his clearly defined course.

Cooperation in Space 


The first concrete steps toward arranging 
direct Soviet-Amerlcan cooperation in space 
would be Important under any circum- 
stances. But the timing of last week's 
agreement aimed at standardizing both na- 
tions’ spaceships so they can be Joined 
together in time of need makes that develop- 
ment doubly welcome. The talks succeeded 
when most aspects of Washington-Moscow 
relations are rolled by tensions ranging 
from the Middle East to the continued im- 
prisonment In Russia of two American 
generals whose plane strayed across the 
Turkish border. 


The ability of Soviet and American space- 
ships to dock together can ultimately prove 
useful In situations that go beyond rescue 
operations. It is far from visionary to 
imagine astronauts of these and other na- 
tions rocketing from earth in many vehicles 
on Joint ventures as envoys of all mankind. 
When men reach the neighborhood of dis- 
tant Mars or Venus or Jupiter, earthly rival- 
ries will seem puny and men will gladly 
cling together for mutual aid against the 
perils of the Inhuman and Inhospitable 
cosmos.

W ASHINGTON.— Two months of 
campaign-watching from New 
York to California persuade me 
that President Nixon and his 
cohorts have raised a Republican 
tide across the country.

Carl Sanders of Georgia, and 
Orval Faubus of Arkansas— have 
been replaced by new men who 
can run as national Democrats.

Edward Woodward's Cyrano, 
a brilliant arri commandin g per- 
formance, is played against Mr.

From the start, 
Cyrano here is a shabby, angst- 
ridden, down-at-heels figure 
who would, be more at home in 
"Look Back in Anger.” Els gro- 
tesque nose seems just an out- 
ward sign of inner unease. He 
is modem man, a brilliant fail- 
ure al odds with, his environ- 
ment. whose romantic gestures 
are fun of a death wish. 

Roxone, wham Cyrano wor- 
ships from afar, is played by 
Anna Carteret asa ifawh blonde, 
vain and empty-beaded, so that

At the Greenwich 

Until Nov. 21, the Greenwich 
Theatre Is presenting “Down 
the Arches” their first local 
play, a documentary musical 
about the building of London's 
first railway between Green- 
wich and London Bridge, which 
is stm in use today. Although 
there are evident weaknesses, 
it is an exhilarating experience 
with more than a regional ap- 
peal. The underlying theme, 
the destruction of houses in 
favor of transport systems, re- 
mains an urgent topic. 

Ewan Hooper, who wrote the 
script; directs a talented cast 
with considerable panache and 
skilled use of the auditorium. 
“Down the Arches" gets up a 
good head of steam, but what 
It lacks is a pcdnt of view. 

Bub the virtues are many. 
The story is one of disappoint- 
ment and compromise. The 
original scheme was an Impos- 
sible dream: an elevated rail- 
road together with wide roads 
and tree-lined boulevards that 
would be the beginning of a 
link between Britain and India. 
The result is an interminable 
series of Undistinguished and 
shabby railway arches across 
South London. 

Mr. Hooper has unearthed 
two • splendid ‘ ' 15th-century 
rogues In George Walter and 
the Rev. James MacDonald. 
Walter was the entrepreneur 
whore enthusiasm and dubious 
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business practices led to the 
building of the railroad. He 
has one bitter song that alone 
makes the . musical worth 
seeing: "Always, Behind Every 
Successful Dreamer. There’s a 
Grubby Little Man With 
Money Bags.” 

There is, too. the Rev. Mac- 
Donald, a local clergyman who 
also ran the Isle of Dogs Steam 
Laundry ("so souls and shirts 
may shine’*) and held the 
patent on a method of building 
railway bridges out of wrought 
iron. The clash between the 
self-interest of there two could 
have been developed more, for 
the musical ends abruptly and 
unsatisfactorily. 

Still, there is some rousing 
singing, a delightful duet for 
banjo and spoons, and plenty 
of good-hearted fun. The com- 
pany plays well together, but 
particularly enjoyable were 
Maurice Walsh in a variety of 
roles, Derek Griffiths as a 
comic engine driver, Bill 
Stewart as the unattractive 
George Walter, and Sally 
Mates, belting out songs with 
a broad and earthy relish.

The Avant-Garde Yields 
To Yesterday’s Jazzmen 

• - •. By Henry Pleasants 

T ONDON, Nov. 2. — This year's Jazz Expo, a week of jazz concerts 
■ Lj at the Odeon. Theatre in Hammersmith, was newsworthy not 
for those who were present and performing, but for those who 
were not. 

On the evidence of these annual festivals, the jazz avant- 
garde has iiad it— in London, at least. In previous years we 
have been exposed to the new sounds of Charles Lloyd and 
Archie Shepp and to the solemn explorations of Miles Davis. 
This year's line-up read like a who's who of jazz in the mid- 
fifties, or earlier: Earl Hines, Oscar Peterson, Ray Charles, the 
Modern Jazz Quartet, Sister Rosetta Tharpe, Buddy Rich, Dave 
Brubeck and Gerry Mulligan. 

The reason is simple enough: avant-garde jazz doesn’t draw. 
And without the broadcasting subsidies, foundation grants and 
academic sanctuaries that provide artificial respiration for the 
avant-garde of classical music, it expires — or edges into rock 
mid pop. 

And so, 'Jazz Expo ’70 was a week of familiar pleasures set 
forth by seasoned professionals who knew their business and 
know their audiences. And it was no less enjoyable for being so 
familiar. Jazz musicians of this caliber always have something 
new to offer within the familiar style and format, especially when 
inspired by the large and enthusiastic audiences that polked 
the Odeon last week.

Brubeck and Mulligan, continuing their happy association, 
and given exemplary support by Jack Six on bass and Alan Dawson 
on drums, were obviously moved by the attention and response 
of the audience Saturday night, and Mulligan, particularly an 
inexhaustibly Inventive player, seemed more inventive than ever. 
His virtuosity on the normally unwieldy baritone saxophone would 
be astonishing enough simply as a physical accomplishment ; but 
when it is sustained, as he sustains it, within an ever lyrical 
context, it becomes as delightful as it is marvelous. 

Brubeck. too, was in fine form, if easier to recognize from 
his playing than from, his appearance. Gone are the heavy, horn- 
rimmed spectacles, presumably in favor of contact lenses: and the 
transformation is made more dramatic by longer hair, now gray 
with a fringe of white and combed and brushed in the style of 
Bernstein and Karajan. 

More familiar as a name than at a presence was Anita ODay, 
who made Jazz history some 25 years ago by singing more like 
a jazz instrumentalist th»n a popular singer and setting an 
example subsequently acted upon by June Christy and Chris 
Connor. She never - had a lot of voice, and she has less now 
than she had then; but she is Still a delightful vocal virtuoso, 
still the jazz musician’s jazz singer of old. 

Buddy Rich's band may well be the best he has ever brought 
to Europe. Certainly it offers a stunning example of what the 
young men coming out of the highly disciplined college and 
university bands can do under the inspiration and exactions of 
such a relentless perfectionist as Rich. As for Buddy himself, 
well, every drummer in town not otherwise engaged was on hand 
for one or the other of his two concerts, and Buddy took them 
through every aspect and device of the modern drummer's art. 

All in all, a fine week, with fine musicians doing what fine 
musicians are supposed to do: Renewing for receptive audiences 
remembered pleasures and giving them something new to remem- 
ber them by.

Economic Woes Trouble East Bloc

Regional rivalries and the forces unleashed by 
' decentralization were at least partly responsible 
for the paralysis in Belgrade an rm Hanoi; eco- 
nomic decision-making. This was Just broken 
by the cabinet which voted the price freeze, oblig- 
atory cash deposits by importers (to curb foreign 
buying on credit) and reduction of the level of 
consumer credit. 

Some think that a wage freeze or a devalua- 
tion of the dinar could follow if the measures 
fail to halt the c u rre n t Inflation. The cost of 
living has risen 104 percent since January, and 
. some things such as cab -fares have gone up 40 
percent.

I ugoslavia’s Problems Symptomatic 

Y ugosl avia's difficulties, though special, are 
alfo symptomatic of problems throughout Central 
Europe; both to reaching the five-year targets 
set for 1970 and in drafting the new 

Czechoslovakia, which has yet to decide on an 
economic model for the future, will not complete 
its new draft at least until mid-1971. and there 
has been speculation that Poland will also be 
unable to finish its 1971-1975 blueprint by 
January. 

Agricultural difficulties are unprecedented, 
partly because of unusually bad spring climates 
and flood. In September, Polish party leader 
Wladyslaw Gomulka announced that the five- 
year goal of achieving independence to wheat 
production had not been reached and that Poland 
would have to turn again to the Soviet Union. 

Spring floods also hurt production to Romania 
and even in Yugoslavia's northeast Danubian 
bread basket, one of the richest to Europe. 

In June, .the 13th session of the East German 
Central Committee dealt with a host of woes, in- 
cluding tales of waste and inefficiency. Guenter 
Mittag, the Politburo's economic chief, admitted 
severe Shortages in the electronics and chemical 
industries— the very ones where East Germany 
has built Its reputation. 

Romania, which has shown flexibility and 
imagination in importing Western technology and 
know-how. is handicapped by lack of goods mar- 
ketable in the West. President Nicolas Ceau- 
sescu's trip to the United States this month was 
clearly aimed at advertising the Romanian econ- 
omy. With heavy loans of the last decade coming 
due in the next -five years, Bucharest is becoming 
increasingly worried about the credit squeeze.

Economic Woes Trouble East Bloc

"DELGRADE (WP).— With only two months to 
D go until the end of their current five-year 
plans, almost every one of Europe's small Com- 
munist countries is facing serious economic 
troubles. 

The decision of the Yugoslav federal govern- 
ment last week to crack down on Inflation with 
an industrial price freeze and other measures 

was a sign that not even this freest of all Com- 
munist economies is immune. 

Unllku the countries firmly hi the Soviet camp. 
Yugoslavia's problems stem from toe confusions 
of continued decentralization, and to a large ex- 
tent from the boom of recent years. Neither is 
a problem in toe rigid systems of East Germany, 
Poland. Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria or Romania. 
Ail are in difficulties, and only reform-minded 
Hungary is likely to havj Its five-year plan com- 
pleted when a party congress meets in November. 

Free Play for Market Forces 

East European technocrats and economists who 
want more free play for market forces and less 
government interference are watching, as always, 
to see how Yugoslavia emerges from Its present 
difficulties.

South could well have bid 
four spades directly over the 
one-diamond opening, thereby 
provoking East to show his 
clubs at the frve-leveL Instead, 
he adopted a step-by-step policy 
that disguised the power of his 
hand at the expense of giving 
the opponents mare opportuni- 
ties to bid. 

East bid his hand strongly up 
to the four level and reluctantly 
allowed South to play four 
spades. 


It appears that South will 
lose two tricks in each zed suit 
in the play of four spades. But 
South found a neat solution to 
his problem when West made 
the normal lead of the club 
jack. This was won in the 
dummy, and a club was ruffed 
with a high trump as the first 
move toward an endplay. 

Dummy was entered with a 
trump lead to the seven, and 
the remaining club was ruffed. 
A diamond was then led to the 
jack in dummy, and Bast was 
subjected to an early endplay 
at th; sixth trick. 

A club return would have al- 
lowed South to discard a laser 
and ruff in tire dummy, while 
any other play would have 
given South his 10th trick in 
one of the red suits. 


It turned out that West’s

|N first thought, the idea of 
" a book on America's great 
art' auction houses seems irresis- 
tible. The luster. The drama or 
relating bids. The excitement 
in the galleries as the ivory 
hammer • knocks down Rem- 
brandt's “Aridwtle Contemplat- 
ing. the Bust of Homer” for “the 
.price of 30 Cadillacs." ' as one 
observer mused at the time of 
the great event. 

But on further thought, the 
prospect palls. The scenarios of 
auctions vary little. They are 
sideshows: the fabulous 'prices 
that paintings and art objects 
have fetched have little to do 
with esthetic worth. And. any- 
one who .has- ever plowed 
through Gerald Reitlinger’a 
“The Economics of Taste" knows 
bow dull recitations of artworks 
and their fluctuating prices can 
be. 

.Yrt surprisingly enough, Wes- 
ley Towner confirms one’s first 
thoughts, for in "The Elegant 
Auctioneers” he has produced a 
lively, entertaining, almost con- 
tinually absorbing book, l - -and 
skillfully surmounted a goad- 
many obstacles' in the process. 

He has cheated, of course. Oh, 
the lists nriri prices .are* here, 
and they will glaze the eyes of 
readers not fascinated . by in- 
cunabula, Tang vases, Portu- 
guese carpets, or paintings by 
Bouguereau. But they are neatly 
sandwiched between stories of 
great fortunes amassed, odd 
■•cp-wini arrangements among the 
financially mighty and the so- 
cially aspiring, famous and oc- 
casionally ■ bizarre scanda l s, 
strange tastes, and peculiar ob- 
session 5. 

And just as one begins to tire 
of reading about tycoons’ widows 
wandering tipsfly at midnight 
among marble Vennses and 
fountains where late the cham- 
pagne bubbled. Towner settles; 
into the chronicle of Coriflandfc 
PI eld Bishop, his American Art ' 
Association, *nrf his two famous 
auctioneers, Maj. Hiram Haney:. 
Parkeand Otto Bemet. 

Cordlandt Bishop, heir to the 
fortunes of John David Wolfe, 
“the shrewd. Manhattan hardi- 
ware merchant," and Peter 
IjoriHard “the snuff and tobacco- 
monger”— was a sport. He bought . 
America's premier auction house 
in 1923 from the aging Thomas 
Kirby (the million-dollar voice), 
installed Parke and Bemet as 
vice-presidents,, and proceeded 
.to run his business from all over 
the world, tapping out orotund 
messages on . a portable Corona, 
and urging his staff to cut bock" 
portage .and cablegram costs, 
while minion -dollar collections 
were passing through its hands. 

The AAA prospered for a time, / 
absorbed Its leading rival, the 
Anderson Galleries of Mitchell 
Kennerley, ami set new price 
records almnaft yearly. .But .the .

U.K. 57% Against 
Metric System 


LONDON. Nov. 2 iAP'. — A 
newspaper survey reported to- 
day that 57 percent or the 
British public is opposed to 
the government-sponsored 
switch from feet, pounds and 
plots to metric measurements. 
— meters, kilograms and liters. 

Metric measurements will be- 
come standard by 1975 under a 
voluntary program coordinated 
by the government Metrication 
Board. They are used now by 
wide areas of British industry. 
But the Daily Telegraph said 
a Gallup poll showed the 
public has little understanding 
of the measurements. 

The poll said one out of 
every five persons questioned 
knew how many pounds are in 
a kilogram — about 2 J. One 
person out of three knew that 
a meter equals about 40 inches.

A U.S. Army Post Without Reveille

— Spec- 5 William J. Rosen- 
dahl is an unusual soldier. 

A draftee with a rank equiv- 
alent to the old-line buck ser- 
geant. he lives m a private room 
and works in a private office 
that is decorated with a photo- 
graph of tile late Sen. Robert. F. 
Kennedy and other mementos 
of his politically active civilian 
life. A private secretary screens 
his calls. And he lias direct ac- 
cess to the commanding general, 
whom he regularly tells what is 
on his mind. 

Spec. Rosend&hl Is an excep- 
tion. But compared with what 
Army life is elsewhere, so are 
all tlie 26.000 troops stationed 
here. 

The first exception at Fort 
Carson is Maj. Gen. Bernard W. 
Rogers, commander of the Fifth 
Army and the Fifth Infantry 
Division stationed here. Gen. 
Rogers, convinced that many 
Army traditions sen e no useful 
purpose, has simply eliminated 
them. 

First to go was reveille. There 
are no early morning formations 
to take roll call at Fort Carson. 
Troops are expected to get to 
the mess hall and then to their 


duty assignments on time by 
themselves. 

Nor does the soldiers’ week 
close with the traditional Friday 
night “GX parties" to scrub the 
barracks for Saturday Inspec- 
tion. Troops axe. free to do what 
they want on Friday night be- 
cause there is no Saturday in- 
spection. 

Soldiers here are expected to 
keep their living quarters neat 
and sanitary: In some units en- 
listed men hare been permitted 
to erect partitions around their 
cots to provide some privacy 
from the communal barracks 
life. Such cubicles .Include a 
comfortable, chair, a desk and 
reading lamp and posters pro- 
claiming love or peace or both. 

Kitchen police duty would be 
eliminated too. If funds were 
available to hire civilians. 

Saturday duty itself is an op- 
tion of unit commanders. If the 
training schedule is met in five 
days, soldiers are off the sixth 
and seventh. This is usually the 
case. 

Gripes remain part of Army 
life here. But these are chan- 
neled through the Junior Of- 
fiers* Council and the Enlisted 
Men's Council for the com- 
manders consideration. 


These are typical of the 
changes ■ recently proposed by 
the Pentagon as necessary, along 
with more pay, to recruit an 
all-volunteer Army. Fort Carson 
offers some evidence that such 
Innovations work in that direc- 
tion as well as making Army 
life more bearable for draftees.
